Mrs.  Quayle  and  Gentlemen, 


The  report  upon  the  general  health  of  the  town,  and  the  activities 
of  your  Department  for  the  year  1933  is  submitted  herewith  for  your 
consideration. 


The  services  of  the  Specialist  Medical  Officers  have  been  in 
operation  during  the  whole  of  the  year,  and  the  scope  of  the  work  of 
the  sub-departments  controlled  by  them  will  reveal  a considerable 
expansion  in  the  services  rendered. 


It  will  be  noted  that  the  resident  population  for  the  middle  of 
the  year  was  104,100,  and  there  were  over  thirty  thousand  inhabited 
houses.  The  number  oi  the  houses  continues  to  increase  at  a surprising 
rate  and  it  is  obvious  that  this  district  is  proving  particularly  attractive 
to  people  from  the  inland  manufacturing  towns  to  make  their 
permanent  residence  amongst  us.  The  natural  advantages  of  climate 
are  enhanced  by  the  strenuous  efforts  of  the  Sanitary  x\uthority  to 
maintain  a high  standard  of  environment. 


I do  not  propose  in  these  introductory  remarks  to  make  detailed 
observations  upon  the  duties  efficiently  carried  out  by  your  staff. 
The  multifarious  nature  of  them  will  be  well  indicated  by  a close  perusal 
of  the  text. 


I desire  to  take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  encourage- 
ment and  support  which  I have  unifornaly  received  from  the 
Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 
and  the  loyal  co-operation  of  all  my  colleagues  on  the  Staff.

The  birth-rate  was  0-97  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  this  is 
the  lowest  yet  recorded  in  Blackpool.  I have  in  many  pre\dous 
reports  commented  upon  our  low  birth-rate.  It  is  low  in  comparison 
with  the  country  as  a whole  (14-4)  and  also  in  comparison  with 
many  industrial  towns  (c.g.,  Liverpool  B),  Wigan  16)  but  appears 
to  be  on  a par  with  some  similar  non-industrial  towns  (e.g.  Southport 
9-74). 

I have  offered  some  explanation  in  the  fact  that  in  towns  of  the 
nature  of  Blackpool,  the  percentage  of  married  women  of  child 
bearing  age  is  comparatively  small.  Nevertheless,  the  present  rate 
of  9 -97  compares  with  38  -8  in  1878,  and  the  Table  on  page  8 and  the 
chart  facing  this  page  will  indicate  the  downward  tendency  It  must 
be  hoped  that  the  smaller  number  of  children  will  mean  improved 
prospects  of  their  being  reared  well.  If  this  is  so,  the  lowered  birth- 
rate will  not  be  an  unmixed  c\  il.

I made  some  references  in  previous  Annual  Reports  to  the 
subject  of  Contraception.  As  far  as  the  present  position  is  concerned, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  approve  the  giving  of  advice  in  contraceptive 
methods  to  married  women  on  sufficient  “ medical  grounds.”  but  such 
advice  should  be  limited  to  cases  where  further  pregnancy  would  be 
detrimental  to  health. 


This  is  the  policy  adopted  by  us  and  the  cases  are  selected  with  the 
most  meticulous  care.  Cases  have  been  treated  under  our  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  where  it  would  be  almost  inhuman  to 
allow  a woman  to  go  through  the  great  risks  of  a further  pregnancy 
or  confinement. 


There  were  7S  illegitimate  children  born  during  the  year,  including 
3 at  the  Fylde  Institution.  This  figure  gives  the  following  rates  : — 

(1)  0-75  per  1,000  of  the  inhabitants. 

(2)  3 T5  per  1,000  females  of  conceptive  age.* 

(3)  7 -51  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.

The  second  hgure,  i.e..  the  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  to 
women  at  concept  ivc  ages,  is  the  one  which  represents  best  the  progress 
of  illegitimacy  in  the  country,  and  it  shows  a considerable  and 
gratifying  improvement  on  most  of  the  previous  years. 

(b)  Deaths.—  The  number  of  deaths  of  Blackpool  residents  which 
occurred  during  the  year  was  1 542.  This  figure  includes  the  deaths 
of  92  persons  in  the  Fylde  Institution,  and  of  71  persons  in  areas 
outside  Blackpool.

It  will  be  noted  that  llic  Blackpo(4  rate  is  above  that  of  the 
other  sections  lu.t  it  should  b.c  remembered  that  the  constitution 
of  our  population — in  that  it  contains  a larger  j'roporlion  than 
normal  of  elderly  pensons — conduces  to  a high  death  rate. 


The  constitution  of  the  po]nilation  of  a liealtli  resort  sncli  as 
ours  must  of  necessity  (litter  from  that  of  an  industrial  centre.  W’e 
must  expect  a smaller  ju'ojiortion  of  young  manhood  and  woman- 
hood,  a higher  proportion  of  elderly  per.sons  and  of  jiersons  .seeking 
health,  and  must,  therefore,  he  prepared  for  a larger  number  of 
deaths.  It  should  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  seasonal  occupation, 
which  entails  strenuous  work  for  a short  period  of  the  j^ar,  and  a 
lengthy  period  of  rclatixc  inactixity  and  unemjdoymcnt,  docs  not 
present  the  ideal  condition  of  healthy  life,  and  again  contributes  to 
higher  death  rate.

The  percentage  of  deaths  over  (15  years  is  increasing,  and  it  may 
be  said  that  one-half  our  population  lives  to  be  65  years  or  over.  In 
other  words,  people  are  lixing  longer,  and  the  average  age  at  death  is 
higher.  It  may  reasonably  be  anticipated  tliat  the  supervision  of 
children  in  their  pre-school  days,  which  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the 
xx’ork  of  the  Health  Department,  xvill  produce  a still  more  marked 
effect  in  improx'ing  the  health  of  these  children  and  in  reducing  still 
further  their  adverse  xital  statistics. 

I have  received  from  the  Registrar  General’s  office  a list  of  the 
causes  of  deaths  divided  into  sexes  and  age  periods.  These  numbers 
differ  somewhat  from  the  compilation  kept  in  my  office,  oxxing  to  th.e 
fact  that  the  Registrar  General's  ligures  cover  the  j.ericd  of  a calendar 
year  xvhereas  it  is  found  more  conx’enient  locally  to  deal  xx’ith  52 
weekly  returns,  and  the  mode  of  classilication  differs  greatly  xxith  the 
different  persons  allocating  the  causes  and  specifying  xvhich  of  the 
aertified  causes  should  be  taken  as  the  main  one.

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Tuberculosis  was  stated  to  be  the  cause  of  death  in  75  instances 
viz.  : — 01  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  organs  and  14  of 
Tul:)erculosis  of  other  parts  of  the  body.  This  figure  is  one  less  than 
tliat  for  the  previous  year,  and  when  the  increase  in  population  is 
also  taken  into  account,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  death-rate  from  this 
disease  shows  a decrease.  This  is  a very  gratifying  feature  and  gives 
us  encouragement  to  prosecute  the  work  under  our  Tuberculosis 
Scheme.  Further  reference  is  made  to  this  subject  in  the  section  of 
the  report  dealing  specifically  with  Tuberculosis. 

Cancer  has  again  made  its  large  toll  upon  our  resident  population, 
214  deaths  having  been  caused  by  this  disease  and  its  allied  condition 
— Sarcoma.  This  figure  is  nearly  one-seventh  of  the  total  deaths.  It 
is  disappointing  that  we  are  still  in  the  dark  as  to  the  causation  of 
cancer,  and  until  some  light  is  thrown  upon  it,  little  can  be  done  in 
the  way  of  prevention.  I hav'e  not  anything  new  to  state  upon  the 
subject  and  there  have  not  during  the  past  year  been  any  marked 
developments  in  elucidating  the  cause  or  finding  a cure.  Surgical 
operation,  if  diagnosis  is  effected  early,  still  offers  the  best  prospects 
in  treatment.  Research  workers  are  struggling  hard  with  the  problem, 
and  for  the  present  all  we  can  do  is  to  await  their  findings.  I anticipate 
that  eventually  the  disease  will  be  found  to  be  microbial  in  origin  and 
we  shall  have  to  revise  our  opinions  as  to  its  infectivity.  We  maj’ 
definitely  dismiss  the  idea  of  any  article  of  diet  having  an  influence 
upon  its  cause  or  course. 

On  the  instructions  of  the  Health  Committee  the  following 
advertisement  appears  quarterly  in  our  local  press,  and  pamphlets 
similarly  worded  are  freely  issued  : —

CANCER. 

Little  i.s  known  of  the  " Cause  of  Cancer,”  and  it  is  believed 
that  it  is  not  hereditary  or  infections.  There  are  no  special 
“ Cancer  Houses,”  ''  Cancer  Areas,”  or  " Cancer  Families” 

One  of  the  contributing  causes  of  Cancer  is  ])rolonged  irritation 
as  for  instance  by  broken  teeth,  short  pipes,  elc.,  causing  Cancer 
of  the  tongue  or  lip.  All  sources  of  irritation  of  this  or  similar 
nature  should,  therefore,  be  avoided. 

Cancer  is  usually  painless  in  the  early  stages,  and  is  .sometimes 
painless  throughout  its  course. 

Y’ith  regard  to  the  treatment  of  Cancer,  it  cannot  be  too 
strongly  emphasized  that  the  success  depends  upon  earlv 
recognition  of  the  disea.se. 

If  diagnosed  in  its  early  stage  and  before  the  symptom  of  pain 
appears,  complete  cure  can  frecpiently  be  effected. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  early  signs  of  Cancer — and  anv 
person  noting  any  of  them  should  promjjtly  place  himself  under 
medical  treatment  ; — 

1.  A lump  or  swelling  in  a w<nnan's  breast  after  the  age  of  4(t 

years. 

2.  Lo.ss  of  blood  other  than  at  normal  periods  or  after  the 

Change  of  life. 

;i.  .A  wart,  sore,  or  ulcer  on  the  lower  lip,  tongue  or  inside  of 
the  mouth  in  a man  over  d.l  years  of  age. 

4.  Persistent  hoar.scne.ss. 

5.  Bleeding  from  the  bowels  after  4.")  years  of  age.

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Infantile  Deaths. — Sovonty  cliiklren  under  the  age  of  tweh'e 
months  died  during  l!).‘l.‘l  and  the  Infant  Mortality  was  at  tlie  rate  of 
()7 -4  per  l.OdO  birtlis.  The  cliart  facing  this  page  will  reveal  the 
fluctuations  of  the  Infant  Mortality  ligurc  for  each  of  the  years  since 
1SS.7,  and  it  will  he  seen  that  our  present  position  is  remarkably 
healthy  as  compared  with  some  of  the  early  years  ; but  we  are  still 
far  from  being  satisfied,  in  fact,  during  some  recent  years  there  has 
been  an  upward  tendency  in  this  rate,  and  it  will  be  necessary  more 
than  ever  to  persevere  with  our  Infant  W'elfare  work.  The  freejnent 
cause  of  Infantile  Deaths  in  ])ast  years,  viz..  Diarrhoea,  has  largely, 
ceased  to  operate,  and  our  attention  is  drawn  more  to  respiratory 
diseases  as  a cause  of  death,  and  to  the  necessity  for  j^reaching  the 
doctrine  of  “ Sunlight  and  Fresh  Air.”  Our  present  housing  conditions 
render  adequate  air  space  difficult  to  secure  in  many  cases  ; but 
much  can  be  done  to  counteract  over  crowding  by  freedom  of 
ventilation. 

Premature  Birth,  Cougcnital  Malformations,  Debility,  etc., 
account  for  the  large  number  of  81  deaths.  It  is  not  po.ssible  to  suggest 
any  common  or  general  causation  for  this  class  of  cases,  and,  therefore, 
it  is  not  possible  to  suggest  any  general  precautionary  measures. 
These  cases  recpiire  more  personal  and  individual  supervision,  and  it 
is  in  this  respect  I anticipate  that  our  pre-natal  clinic  will  prov'e  of 
advantage.  This  clinic  has  been  in  operation  for  five  years,  and  further 
details  are  given  of  it  in  a later  portion  of  this  report. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  table  that  out  of  the  70  Infantile  deaths, 
50  occurred  during  the  first  three  months  of  life.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  incidence  of  Infectious  diseases  in  the  town  during  1!)33 
lias  been  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  though  measles  for  the  second 
year  in  succession  has  been  pre^•alent.  The  details  as  applied  to  each 
disease  will  be  found  in  the  table  on  page  20  and  21,  and  in  the  remarks 
which  follow  this  paragraph.  It  has  only  been  possible  to  keep  these 
diseases  within  their  present  confines  by  a very  large  amount  of 
work  of  visiting  and  supervision  of  contacts. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 244  cases,  one  death.  201  of  the  cases  or  82  -4 
per  cent,  were  isolated  at  the  Sanatorium.  The  present  tendency  is 
to  reduce  the  Hospital  Isolation  of  Scarlet  Fever,  both  as  regards  the 
number  of  cases  and  as  regards  the  duration  of  stay  of  the  individual 
cases.  The  wholesale  isolation  of  the  disease  has  not  had  the 
anticipated  or  desired  effect  of  reducing  markedly  the  incidence. 
Scarlet  Fever  is  probably  not  caused  by  a single  specific  type  of 
organism  but  by  various  types  of  the  germs  called  “ streptococci,” 
and  immunity  from  one  type  does  not  confer  immunity  from  the 
other.  This  explains  partly  the  reason  for  so-called  secondary  rashes 
in  Hospital,  and  where  there  is  good  isolation  at  home  with  sensible 
nursing  and  risk  of  infection  of  other  children  removed,  as  I stated 
at  the  commencement  of  this  paragraph.  Hospital  Isolation  is  being 
replaced  by  home  isolation.  This,  of  course,  is  only  practicable  in 
pri\-ate  houses  and  not  in  company  or  boarding  houses. 

Serum  treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  practised  widely  at 
the  Sanatorium  during  the  past  year.  It  is  claimed  that  this  form 
of  treatment  reduces  the  severity  of  the  disease,  reduces  the  risk  of 
complications  and  also  reduces  the  period  of  residence  in  Hospital. 
Hy  experience  has  not  borne  out  these  anticipations. 

Diphtheria. — 25  cases,  three  deaths.  24  of  the  cases  or  96  -0  per 
cent,  were  isolated  at  the  Sanatorium.  The  administrative  measures 
taken  to  deal  with  the  disease  have  remained  as  in  previous  years, 
and  include  immunisation  by  inoculation  of  your  staff  who  come  into 
contact  with  cases.  In  some  towns,  clinics  have  been  established 
where  children  can  be  brought  to  be  immunised,  and  I propose  at  an 
early  opportunity  to  bring  forward  a similar  scheme  in  Blackpool. 

Small  Pox. — No  cases  occurred  in  the  town.  All  the  anxiety, 
worry,  work,  and  expense  associated  with  Small  Pox  is  attributable 
to  tbe  neglect  of  vaccination.  As  I have  stated  in  previous  reports. 
Small  Pox  is  the  one  di.sease  above  all  others  which  could,  within  a 
short  period,  be  wiped  out  of  existence,  viz.,  by  vaccination  or 
re-vaccination.  \'accination  by  a single  lineal  scar,  one  quarter  of  an 
inch  in  length  is  now  the  accepted  mode  of  \’accination,  and  has 
replaced  the  older  method  of  four  separate  scars  of  varying  sizes  up 
to  half-an-inch  in  diameter.  It  is  hoped  that  tlie  discontinuance  of 
these  unsightly  marks  will  have  an  effect  in  subduing  the  ol)jection 
to  vaccination  which  is  so  rife. 
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Measles. — 1,206  cases,  three  deaths.  45  cases  were  treated  in 
llnspital.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  measles  is  a notifiable  disease  in  this 
town  little  if  any  impression  is  made  upon  its  incidence  by  adminis- 
trative measures,  and  we  are  one  of  the  few  towns,  if  not  the  only 
one,  where  the  disease  is  a notifiable  one.  Measles  in  so  far  as  it  is 
controllable,  must  be  dealt  with  by  domestic  rather  than  general 
administrative  action,  and  parents  should  be  impressed  with  the 
possible  gravity  of  the  disease  and  with  the  great  desirability  of 
protecting  their  children  from  known  infection — especially  the  younger 
children.  Combined  with  this  thei'e  could  continue  the  existing 
amicable  working  arrangements  with  the  Education  Department  and 
its  staff  of  head  teachers,  the  provision  of  nursing  for  necessitous 
cases  or  hospital  treatment.  The  compulsory  notification  of  measles 
has  not  had  any  effect  in  reducing  the  incidence  and  we  are  one  of 
the  very  few  sanitary  authorities  where  this  is  in  force.  It  is  contended 
that  all  information  of  value  to  the  Health  Department  could  be 
secured  by  an  efficient  system  of  prompt  notification  from  the 
Education  Department,  and  this  is  the  procedure  generally  adopted 
in  most  townships.  Of  the  l,2fi()  cases  2!)  only  were  in  persons  over 
school  age.  It  cannot  be  too  often  repeated  that  Measles  is  especially 
dangerous  to  young  children.  The  younger  the  child,  the  greater  is 
the  danger,  and  for  every  year  in  a child’s  life  that  an  attack  of  Measles 
can  be  postponed,  the  chances  of  complete  recovery  are  enhanced. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — Twenty-four  cases 
were  notified  to  me  and  one  death  from  the  former  disease  occurred. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  pre-natal  work  carried  out  by  us  will  have 
beneficial  effect  in  anticipating  and  avoiding  the  dangers  of  parturition 
and  that  this  will  be  I'evealed  in  the  statistics  of  these  diseases. 

Cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  appear  to  be  notified  earlier  and 
our  assistance  in  their  treatment  sought.  This  naturally  gives  the 
patients  a better  chance  of  recovery. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Seven  cases  were  notified  and  three 
of  these  were  treated  at  the  Sanatorium.  All  the  cases  recovered 
with  unimpaired  vision. 

682  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  and  338  of  Whooping  Cough  were 
reported  to  me  mainly  by  the  School  Attendance  Officers. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  following  paragraphs  reporting  upon  the  subject  of 
Tuberculosis  have  in  the  main  been  prepared  by  the  Inberculosis 
Officer,  and  I am  incorporating  in  the  report  extracts  from  the  official 
Tabular  re])orts  prepared  for  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Though  on  the 
first  glance  the.se  government  reports  appear  somewhat  uninteresting 
in  tliat  they  are  a compilation  of  statistics,  a careful  study  of  them  is 
valuable,  as  they  indicate  the  wide  scope  of  the  work  under  this 
branch  of  Social  Service, 
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Tlie  following  tabic  gi\’cs  the  analysis  of  the  cases  and  deaths 
with  reference  to  age  anti  sex  : —

Notification. — The  total  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  1933  was  185 — 141  Pulmonary  and  44  Non-pulmonary.  Of 
these  129  (97  Pulmonary  and  32  Non-pulmonary)  were  primary 
notifications,  and  56  (44  Pulmonary  and  12  Non-pulmonary)  were 
supplementary  notifications,  i.e.,  12  from  Death  Returns,  2 Posthu- 
mous Notifications,  and  42  transfers  from  other  areas. 

Mortality. — During  the  year  the  number  of  deaths  registered  as 
Tuljerculosis  was  77  (63  Pulmonary  and  14  Non-pulmonary).  Of  this 
total  the  number  of  deaths  certified  as  due  to  Tuberculosis  who  had 
not  ])rcviously  been  notified  as  suffering  from  the  disease  was  13 
(9  pulmonary  and  4 non-pulmonary). 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  any  action 
under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  or  Section  62 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  which  deals  with  the  compulsorily 
isolation  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

Notification  Register. — The  revision  of  the  Notification  Register 
— commenced  during  tlic  later  months  of  1932 — was  completed  during 
the  year  under  review.  This  was  necessarily  slow,  entailing  as  it  did 
the  thorough  investigation  of  each  case  on  the  Register,  either  by 
examination  at  the  Dispensary  or  by  correspondence  with  the  patient’s 
family  practitioner.  In  some  cases  considerable  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  getting  into  touch  with  the  ]xrtient  owing  to  their 
being  comparatively  well  and  in  daily  employment. 
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The  routine  laid  clown  for  the  removal  of  cases  from  the  Register 
is  as  follows  : — Cases  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  cannot  be  removed 
from  the  Register  unless  complete  arrest  of  the  disease  has  been 
maintained  for  a period  of  three  years,  and  cases  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  cannot  be  removed  from  the  Register  until  five  years 
have  elapsed  from  the  date  of  notification  and  three  years  from  the 
disappearance  of  all  symptoms. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  as  a result  of  the  revision,  the  following 
cases  remain  on  the  Register  ; — 145  males  and  106  females  suffering 
from  pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  53  males  and  56  females  suffering 
from  non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  making  a total  of  360  cases  on  the 
Register  as  against  396  cases  in  the  preceding  year. 

Home  Visitation. — Except  in  cases  where  a desire  to  the  contrary 
is  expressed  all  notified  cases  have  been  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  or  Nurse.  The  following  visits  have  been  paid  during  the 
year,  and  they  include  the  visits  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  in 
consultation  with  the  family  practitioner,  and  all  doubtful  cases  : —

On  the  occasion  of  these  visits  opportunity  is  taken  of  enquiring 
into  the  home  condition  of  the  patient,  i.e.,  number  of  rooms,  sleeping 
accommodation  for  patient  and  other  occupants  of  the  house,  lighting 
and  \'entilation,  cleanh'  condition,  previous  cases  of  tuberculosis 
in  family,  history  of  contact  with  known  cases  of  tuberculosis,  and 
any  other  information  which  would  be  of  value  in  assisting  to  help 
the  patient  and  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  In  addition,  enquiries 
are  made  into  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  patient,  with  a view 
of  ascertaining  whether  sufficient  nourishment  can  be  obtained  ; the 
health  of  the  other  occupants  of  the  house,  and  to  arrange  for  the 
medical  examination  of  contacts  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

The  Dispensary. — This  is  the  central  element  of  our  Scheme, 
and  carries  out  the  following  important  functions  : (1)  .sorting  of  cases 
and  recommendation  for  treatment,  i.e.,  Sanatoria,  Hospital,  or 
Domiciliary  with  the  patient’s  own  Medical  practitioner  ; (2)  examina- 
tion of  suspected  cases  for  medical  practitioners  ; (3)  examination  of 
contacts,  and  (4)  treatment  of  certain  cases. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  Tuberculosis  Nurse  are  in  regular 
attendance  at  the  Dispensary  which  is  held  at  the  Public  Health 
Offices  each  Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoons.  During  the  year, 
however,  it  was  found  necessary  to  hold  a special  clinic  each  Monday 
afternoon  for  the  examination  of  contacts  and  special  cases  b^y 
appointment. 


During  the  year  521  cases,  excluding  contacts,  were  examined  at 
the  dispensary,  as  compared  with  37S  during  the  previous  year,  and 
there  were  1,835  attendances  at  the  Dispensary  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  935  in  1932.  Of  the  521  cases  examined,  222  were  new 
cases  and  of  these  112  were  found  to  he  definitely  tuberculous,  109 
non-tuberculous,  and  in  one  case  tlic  diagnosis  was  not  completed  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  As  previously  the  larger  ])roportion  of  the  new 
cases  were  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  by  private  medical 
practitioners  prior  to  notification.  In  each  case  a full  investigation  of 
the  patient’s  condition  was  made  and  a written  report  sent  to  the 
practitioner  giving  the  Tuberculosis  Officer’s  diagnosis  and  suggestions 
for  treatment. 

The  examination  of  contacts,  especially  children  and  adolescents, 
is  of  the  most  vital  importance  in  a Tuberculosis  Scheme,  particularly 
with  a view  of  preventing,  if  possible,  the  occurrence  of  tuberculosis, 
or,  in  the  event  of  the  disease  being  pre.sent,  to  make  a diagnosis  early 
when  treatment  may  be  expected  to  have  most  beneficial  results. 
This  section  of  the  scheme  has  been  increased  considerably  during 
the  year  when  148  contacts  were  examined  as  compared  with  31  in 
1932.  Of  the  cases  so  examined  two  were  found  to  be  definitely 
tuberculous.  Several  of  the  children  e.xamined  were  found  to  be 
suffering  from  the  effects  of  subnutrition,  debility,  and  generally 
poor  ph3^sical  resistance,  but  were  not  definitely  tuberculous.  Such 
cases  are  kept  under  close  observation,  supplied  with  malt  and  oil, 
and,  if  necessary,  extra  nourishment  as  this  type  of  case  is  undoubtedly 
more  prone  to  develop  the  disease. 

Si.xteen  cases  were  written  off  the  Dispensary  Register  during  the 
year  as  cured,  33  were  transferred  to  other  towns  or  were  lost  trace 
of,  and  56  cases  died. 

Of  the  360  cases  on  the  Notification  Register  at  the  end  of  the 
year  319  or  88  per  cent,  were  attending  the  Ilispensar}^  as  compared 
with  63  per  cent,  in  1932  and  39  per  cent,  in  1931.  These  figures  are 
very  satisfactory,  shewing  as  they  do,  a continued  and  increasing 
co-operation  between  the  Medical  practitioner  in  the  town  and  the 
Health  Department. 

Sputum  Examinations. — Specimens  of  sputum  are  examined  in 
our  own  laboratory  at  the  Public  Health  Offices,  and  during  the 
year  739  examinations  were  made  as  compared  with  613  in  1932. 

X-Ray  Examinations. — In  the  early  part  of  the  year  arrangements 
were  made  for  these  to  be  carried  out  by  a local  radiographer.  The 
Tuberculosis  Officer  attends  to  do  the  screen  examination  and  on  the 
film  being  developed  he  interprets  it.  This  type  of  examination  is 
very  essential  and  has  been  largely  utilised  to  the  extent  that  during 
the  year  127  X-ray  Examinations  were  made  as  compared  with  46 
in  1932. 

N33J3Sito"i3  Cl3t3. — Extra  nourishment  in  the  form  of  milk  and 
eggs  is  supplied  (.Liily  in  suitable  cases  who  arc  receiving  domiciliary 
treatment,  and  tiie  osts  of  surgical  apparatus  in  non-pulmonary  cases 
are  met  in  wliole  or  in  part  by  the  Plealth  Committee  according  to 
the  financial  circumstances  of  the  patient. 


Sanatorium  Treatment. — Tlie  M'arcls  at  the  Sanatorium  have 
continued  in  use  tliroughout  the  year,  and  the  following  table  shews 
the  admission  to  various  Sanatoria  during  the  year  : —

Clinics  are  held  each  day  of  the  week — four  Clinics  for  Males  and 
two  clinics  for  Females — at  special  W’ards  at  the  Blackpool  \’ictoria 
Hospital.  Dr.  G.  W.  Murray  was  in  attendance  at  the  Male  Sessions 
and  Dr.  I.  A.  Milne  at  the  Female  Sessions. 


To  bring  the  facilities  to  the  notice  of  the  public  generall}',  small 
posters  arc  placed  in  all  the  Public  Lavatories  in  the  town,  informing 
the  public  that  treatment  is  provided  for  them  with  the  utmost  privacy, 
free  of  cost,  and  appealing  to  them  to  take  advantage  of  the  Scheme. 
The  situation  of  the  Clinic  and  the  hours  of  attendance  are  specified 
on  these  posters. 

Patients  may  attend  at  the  Clinic  at  any  hour  for  irrigation,  a 
member  of  the  staff  of  the  Hospital  being  in  attendance  to  supervise 
such  irrigations.  The  existing  arrangements  in  this  respect  would 
appear  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  patients. 


The  Local  Medical  Practitioners  are  fully  aware  of  the  facilities 
available  at  the  Clinic,  and  of  the  fact  that  the  services  of  the  IMedical 
Officers  of  the  Treatment  Centre  are  available  at  any  time  for  the 
purpose  of  consultation  free  of  charge.  An  increasing  use  has  been 
made  of  this  feature. 

There  are  32  IMedical  Practitioners  in  the  area  who  are  qualified 
to  receive  free  supplies  of  Arsenobenzol  compounds,  all  of  whom 
have  been  supplied . 

During  the  year  advantage  was  taken  of  the  facilities  for 
pathological  examinations  by  Medical  Practitioners  in  282  cases.

The  following  is  a badef  outline  i)f  the  Ww-ereal  Diseases  Scheme 
as  organised  in  Blackpool,  and  as  embodied  in  a special  report  to  the 
Health  Committee  by  Dr.  G.  W'.  IMurra}’  : — 
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Publicity. — To  I)ring  tlic  facilities  to  the  notice  of  the  public 
generally,  small  jiosters  are  placed  in  all  the  Public  Lavatories  in 
the  town,  informing  the  public  that  treatment  is  provided  with  the 
utmost  pri\'acy  and  free  of  cost,  aild  urging  them  to  apply  for 
treatment  earl}-.  A similar  notice  has  appeared  in  the  local  press. 
No  further  propaganda  has  been  carried  out. 

Treatment. — ^Appended  is  a Table  shewing  the  new  cases  treated 
during  the  past  fiv’e  years.  It  will  be  noted  that  while  during  the 
past  year  the  number  of  new  cases  is  higher  than  the  previous  two 
years,  the  tendency  is  for  a slight  fall  in  the  number  since  the  beginning 
of  the  Scheme. 

Cures. — The  number  of  cases  regarded  as  definitely  cured  during 
15)33  is  somewhat  lower  than  in  previous  years.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  more  stringent  precautions  are  being  taken  to  ensure  that 
the  disease  is  finally  eradicated,  and  where  there  is  any  suspicion 
that  patients  are  not  absolutely  cured  they  are  kept  urider  observation 
for  further  and  varying  lengths  of  time.  This  is  further  evidenced  in 
that  the  number  of  consultations  with  the  Medical  Officers  shows  a 
definite  increase. 

In  the  case  of  Syphilis,  after  all  active  treatment  has  ceased  the 
patient  must  report  at  intervals  over  a period  of  2 — 3 years  for  Blood 
Tests  before  it  can  be  definitely  averred  that  he  is  cured. 

\\fith  Gonorrhoea  patients,  certain  tests  as  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  must  be  carried  out  at  intervals  before  a final 
decision  can  be  given. 

In  either  case  if  the  patient  appears  early  for  treatment  the 
prospect  of  cure  is  definite,  though  treatment  may  be  prolonged. 
The  longer  the  delay,  however,  before  treatment  is  applied  for,  the 
more  likely  for  complications  to  occur  and  for  permanent  damage  to 
the  system  takes  place.  In  long  standing  cases  the  prospect  of  absolute 
cure  is  doubtful. 

Outline  of  Treatment. 

Syphilis. — In  early,  primary,  or  secondary  cases  direct 
microscopical  e.xr  mination  for  the  germ  causing  the  condition  is 
made  at  the  Clinic,  and  blood  tests  done.  The  diagnosis  of  Syphilis 
being  confirmed,  one,  two,  or  more  courses  of  injections  (Arsenobenzol 
and  Bismuth)  are  given.  Each  course  lasts  about  16 — 18  weeks,  and 
between  each  course  a blood  test  is  done.  Local  and  general  symptoms 
rapidly  subside,  but  treatment  is  necessarily  prolonged.  After  two 
consecutive  blood  tests  are  Negative,  active  treatment  is  stopped  and 
tests  done  at  intervals  over  at  least  2 years. 

Gonorrhcea. — Microscopical  e.xamination  is  made  at  once  of 
early  discharge  and  a diagnosis  come  to.  Treatment,  local  and 
medicinal,  is  carried  out  daily  and  at  weekly  intervals  urine  and  other 
c-:aminations  are  made  in  order  to  ascertain  the  progress  of  the 
condition.  If  treatment  is  commenced  early  s3'mptoms  subside  fairly 
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rapidly  and  the  patient  may  be  ready  for  tests  of  cure  in  about  6 — 8 
weeks,  but  all  tests  must  be  negative  l)efore  the  patient  can  be 
discharged  as  cured.  With  Gonorrha'a  cases,  h(jwever,  tlicre  is  a decided 
tendency  for  complications  to  arise,  and  for  the  condition  to  become 
more  chronic.  In  this  case  treatment  may  be  very  prolonged,  and 
with  the  large  Clinics  and  the  time  at  our  disposal  it  becomes  very 
difficult  to  give  anything  like  the  individual  attention  to  patients 
they  merit. 

Defaulters, — On  the  whole  the  attendances  at  the  Clinic  are  very 
satisfactory  but  quite  a large  number  of  patients  cease  attending 
before  treatment  is  finally  completed,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  appended 
Table.  The  figure  is  higher  than  one  would  like  to  see,  but  is  explainable 
in  various  ways  : — 

(1)  A number  transfer  to  other  areas  and  are  given  a transfer 

card,  so  that  presumably  treatment  is  completed 
elsewhere. 

(2)  In  Blackpool  with  its  great  influx  of  workers  and  visitors 

during  the  Season,  a large  number  attend  the  Clinics 
here  while  in  the  Borough,  but  leave  the  district 
without  giving  notice  and  therefore  get  no  transfer 
car'd.  These  cases  must  of  course  be  reckoned  as  having 
defaulted  although  they  may  continue  treatment  in 
their  own  home  district. 

(3)  A number  are  to  all  intents  and  purposes  “ cured,”  but 

fail  to  attend  for  the  final  tests.  iMany  of  them  return 
later  for  completion  of  tests,  but  during  any  year  may 
have  been  put  down  as  defaulters. 

(4)  A certain  number  through  laziness  and  lack  of  interest 

in  their  own  heahh  cease  attending  after  the  acute 
symptoms  subside,  and  only  return  if  complications 
arise.  It  is  often  extremely  difficult  to  coindnce  these 
patients  of  the  dangers  to  themseh'es  and  others  they 
are  incurring. 

A full  statistical  report  upon  the  work  carried  out  during  the 
years  has  been  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  A 
summary  of  the  work  for  each  of  tlie  sixteen  years  during  which  the 
Scheme  has  been  in  o})eration  is  given  in  the  following  table  : — 
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School  Closure. — It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  close  one 
of  the  schools  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  Infectious  Disease, 
viz.  : — 

Waterloo  Schools — 31st  to  3rd  August — Scarlet  Fever.

The  maiuteiiance  costs  at  the  Sanatorium  for  feeding  only 
(groceries,  greengroceries,  milk,  fish,  bread  and  meat),  is  at  the  rate 
of  8s.  lOd.  per  head  per  week. 

In  October  Miss  Procter  and  Miss  Roberts  relinquished  their 
posts  of  ]\Iatron  and  Day  Sister  respectively,  after  services  lasting 
28  and  37  years.  The  devoted  work  which  they  have  done  has  been 
of  a high  quality  and  has  been  largely  the  reason  why  the  Sanatorium 
has  been  regarded  with  favour  by  the  parents  of  the  children  who 
have  had  to  be  isolated  there.  In  November  Miss  Whitaker  commenced 
her  duties  as  Matron. 

The  Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Corporation  are 
as  follows  : — 

1.  — One  Hospital  for  general  Infectious  Diseases,  Tuberculosis 

Cases  and  Maternity  Cases,  with  an  accommodation  of 
82  beds. 

2.  — One  Hospital  for  Small  Pox  Cases,  situated  at  Elswick, 

and  used  jointly  by  the  Corporations  of  Blackpool, 
Preston,  Lytham  St.  Annes,  and  the  Councils  of  the 
Fylde  Districts.

The  practice  of  routine  disinfection  of  premises  after  an  infectious 
disease  is  of  doubtful  value.  On  perusing  the  Annual  Health  Reports 
of  other  districts,  I find  that  in  soiue  of  them  the  procedure  is  entirely 
discarded.  This  has  occurred  in  districts  where  the  incidence  of 
Infectious  Diseases  is  of  vital  importance,  and  the  discontinuance 
has  not  been  decided  upon  without  very  careful  deliberation,  and 
has  not  been  followed  by  any  increased  incidence.

treatment  of  venereal  diseases. 


Medical  Relief  by  Public  AsJstance  Committee. — Under  the 
provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1!)2!),  tliis  work  was  taken 
over  by  the  ('orj^oration,  and  for  tlie  i)urposes  of  brief  descri})tion  it 
may  l)e  referred  to  under  the  categoiies  of  outdoor  and  indoor  medical 
relief.  The  Borough  is  divided  into  two  districts,  the  Northern  and 
Southern,  tlie  populations  being  (>2, 07(5  and  42,024  respectively.

For  the  purpf)ses  of  indoor  medical  relief  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Local  Government  Act,  tlie  Corporation  entered  into  a five  years’ 
agreement  with  the  Taxncashire  County  Council  for  the  Infirmary  at 
Kirkham  to  continue  to  be  irsed  for  the  treatment  of  Blackpool  cases. 
The  Institution  is  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  County

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District  Nurses. — Three  district  nurses  are  employed  by  the  Health 
Department  of  the  Corporati(jn  and  their  whole  time  is  occupiecl  in 
district  nursing  amongst  the  sick  poor  of  the  town.  As  far  as  possible 
they  act  under  the  instructions  of  the  medical  practitioners  in 
attendance  upon  the  cases,  but  in  many  instances,  such  as  those  of 
chronic  bedridden  cases,  doctors  are  not  in  attendance,  under  which 
circumstances  the  nurses  have  to  receive  their  instructions  from  me 
or  to  act  according  to  their  own  judgment.  Their  services  have  been 
much  utilised,  and  in  carrying  out  their  valuable  work  the  large  total 
of  7,92(>  visits  were  paid  by  them. 

Ladies’  Sick  Poor  Association. — About  2,040  cases  were  visited 
and  relieved  by  the  ladies  of  this  Association  during  the  year.  The 
help  takes  the  form  of  meat,  eggs,  groceries,  clothes,  boots,  loan  of 
bath  chairs,  etc.,  £977  15s.  2d.  being  expended  for  this  purpose  during 
the  year. 

PUBLIC  VACCINATION. 

In  accordance  with  Clause  (b)  of  Section  2 of  The  Local 
Government  Act,  1929,  the  functions  relating  to  Vaccination  were 
transferred  to  the  Town  Council  to  be  discharged  by  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  Chief  Public  Vaccination 
Officer.  The  services  of  Drs.  Cockcroft  and  Thursz,  who  carried  out 
the  duties  of  Public  Vaccinators  under  the  Poor  Law  Authority  prior 
to  the  Act  of  1929  becoming  operative,  were  retained,  as  also  were 
the  services  of  the  two  Vaccination  Officers — Messrs.  Jump  and  Rees. 
As  and  from  the  1st  April,  1932,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  took 
over  the  duties  of  Vaccination  Officer  for  the  Northern  Section  of  the 
town  on  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Rees.  On  the  instructions  of  the  Health 
Committee  the  duties  continue  to  be  carried  out  b\^  these  Officers  for 
a period  of  tweh  e months,  at  the  close  of  which  the  whole  question  of 
Public  Vaccination  will  be  again  considered  by  the  Committee.  In 
the  meantime,  I ha\  e made  arrangements  with  the  Vaccination  Officers 
to  report  to  me  quarterly  upon  tlie  work  being  carried  out  by  them  in 
this  new  and  important  activity  of  the  Department.

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From  the  above  figures  it  will  be  observed  that  only  17  -fi  per 
cent,  of  the  total  number  of  live  births  returned  during  the  year 
I!);i2  were  successfully  vaccinated,  whilst  no  less  than  5S  •!)  per  cent, 
made  statutory  declaration  of  conscientious  objection. 

Of  the  IS()  successfully  vaccinated  during  the  year,  llfi  are  of 
children  in  the  Northern  .\rea  of  the  Borough  of  which  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  the  \'accination  Officer,  and  it  is  worthy  of  note 
that  -Id  of  the  llfi  children  referred  to  were  vaccinated  by  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer  at  Special  Clinics  held  for  that 
purpose.  Every  opportunity  is  taken  of  impressing  upon  mothers 
attending  the  Clinic  the  nece.ssity  of  having  their  children  vaccinated 
and  I hope  that  by  continued  propaganda  by  my  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  we  shall  continue  year  by  year  to  increase  the  number  of 
those  vaccinated  successfully. 

In  so  far  as  Infantile  \'^accination  is  regarded  as  a preventiv’e 
measure  against  Small  Pox,  these  figures  cannot  be  considered  as 
anything  but  a farce.  What  object  can  be  served  in  vaccinating  one 
child  out  of  every  eight  ? 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  work  carried  out  under  this  branch  of  our  Social  Service  is 
of  a varied  nature,  and  it  may  be  reported  on  under  various  headings 
as  follows  ; — 


1. — Nursed-out  Children.  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1932. 
Infant  Life  Proteetkm.- — Prior  to  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Milne, 
Nurse  ('jibson  carried  out  the  duties  under  the  Act.  Subsequently 
it  was  decided  that  the  first  visits  should  be  in  all  cases  made  by  the 
•Maternity  and  Child  M'elfare  Medical  Officer  and  her  recommenda- 
tions as  to  suitability  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee,  and  that 
subsequent  visits  should  be  made  by  each  of  tlie  Health  Visitors  in 
her  own  district.  These  visits  were  made  at  least  quarterly,  and  up 
to  the  end  of  the  year,  292  visits  were  paid,  and  Ur  Milne  reports  a 
considerable  improvement  n the  condition  existing  in  the  home.- 
where  these  childrcd  are  cared  for. 

'I'he  provisions  of  this  part  of  the  Act  are  briefly  as  follows  and 
are  embodied  in  a pamphlet  entitled  “Advice  to  Foster  Parents  ’’ 
and  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  : — ■ 

1.  Every  person  who  undertakes  for  the  first  time  to  keep 
for  payment  a child  under  the  age  of  nine  years,  either  apart 
from  its  parents  or  having  no  parents  must  give  notice  in  writing 
at  least  seven  days  before  receiving  the  child,  to

(i.)  the  name  of  the  child  ; 

(ii.)  its  sex  ;

(v.)  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  from  whom  it  is 
to  be  received  ; 

(vi.)  the  name  of  the  person  who  is  to  keep  it  ; 

(vii.)  the  premises  in  which  it  is  to  be  kept. 

2.  Every  person  who  is  keeping  for  payment  a child  who 
will  be  under  the  age  of  nine  years  must  give  a similar  n otice 
unless  notice  has  already  been  given. 

3.  Every  person  who  undertakes  to  keep  an  additional 
child  for  payment  must  give  a similar  notice  to  the  Authority  at 
least  48  hours  before  receiving  that  child. 

4.  If  a child  is  received  in  an  emergency  which  makes  it 
impos.sible  for  so  long  a notice  to  be  given  the  Authority  must 
be  notified  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  not  later  than  12 
hours  after  the  emergency. 

5.  Every  person  who  is  keeping  a child  without  payment 
and  then  enters  into  an  undertaking  to  keep  it  for  payment  must 
give  a similar  notice  not  later  than  48  hours  after  entering  into 
the  undertaking. 

6.  Every  person  keeping  a child  for  pa3^ment  who  intends 
to  move  to  another  house  must  give  notice  of  the  intended  removal 
to  the  Authority  at  least  seven  days  before  removing.  On  removing 
to  a district  administered  by  another  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Authority  notice  must  also  be  given  to  that  Authority  at  least 
seven  days  before  the  remo\'al,  giving  the  information  set  out  in 
paragraph  1.  (The  Visitor  will  be  able  to  give  the  address  of  the 
new  Authority  if  the  postal  address  of  the  new  house  is  given  to 
her.)  If  an  emergency  makes  it  impossible  to  give  these  notices 
before  removal,  they  must  be  sent,  with  an  explanation  of  the 
circumstances,  not  later  than  48  hours  after  the  emei'gency. 

7.  If  a child  kept  for  payment  is  handed  over  to  another 
person,  notices  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom 
it  is  given  must  be  sent  within  24  hours  (a)  to  the  Authority  and 
(b)  to  the  person  at  his  last  known  address  from  whom  the  child 
was  received. 

8.  On  the  death  of  a child  kept  for  payment,  notices  must  be 
sent  within  24  hours  (a)  to  the  Authority,  (b)  to  the  person  from 
whom  the  child  was  received,  and  (c)  to  the  Coroner  of  the  district 
within  which  the  body  of  the  child  lies.

and  notices  addressed  to  him  should  be  sent  to 
1),  C.'VNNON  Street,  Preston. 
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9.  Every  person  keeping  :i  child  for  payment,  must,  unless 
exempted  by  the  Authority  allow  the  Infant  Protection  X'isitor 
or  other  person  duly  authorised  hy  the  Authority  to  visit  or 
examine  the  child  and  the  premises  where  it  is  kept,  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  Authority  as  to  the  proper  nursing  and  maintenance 
and  general  health  and  well-being  of  the  child  and  to  give  any 
necessary  advice  or  directions. 

10.  The  Authorit}^  niay  fix  the  total  number  of  children 
under  the  age  of  nine  years  who  may  be  kept  in  any  one  house. 
They  may  also  lay  down  conditions  which  must  be  observed  if 
more  than  a fixed  number  of  such  children  are  kept.  It  is  a 
punishable  offence  to  keep  more  children  than  the  number  fixed 
by  the  Authority  or  to  fail  to  observe  any  such  conditions. 

11.  It  is  a punishable  offence  for  a child  to  be  received  for 
payment  without  the  written  sanction  of  the  Authority  : — 

(a)  by  a person  from  whose  care  any  child  has  been  remov^ed  ; 

or 

(b)  If  it  is  being  kept  in  any  home  from  which  any  child 

has  been  removed  under  those  Acts  by  reason  of  the 
premises  being  dangerous  or  insanitary  or  so  unfit  as 
to  endanger  the  child’s  health  ; or 

(c)  If  the  foster  parent  has  been  convicted  of  any  offence  of 

cruelty  under  the  Acts  relating  to  the  prevention  of 
cruelty  to  children  and  young  persons. 

12.  No  advertisement  which  indicates  that  a person  or 
society  will  undertake  or  arrange  for  the  nursing  and  maintenance 
of  children  under  the  age  of  nine  years  may  be  published  unless 
the  name  and  address  of  the  person  or  society  are  truly  stated  in 
the  advertisement. 

1.3.  No  person  may  directly  or  indirectly  insure  the  life  of  a 
child  received  for  payment,  or  may  claim  payment  of  insurance 
on  its  death. 

14.  These  reciuirements  do  not  apply  to  persons  keeping 
( hildren  for  payment  if  the  children  are  : — 

(a)  under  their  legal  guardianship,  or  are  related  to  them  as 

grandchildren,  brothers,  sisters,  nephews  or  nieces  ; or 

(b)  recei\'ed  under  the  Poor  Law  ; or 

(c)  certified  mental  defectives  under  guardianship  ; or 

(d)  in  certain  hospitals,  convalescent  homes  or  institutions. 

(Details  may,  if  required,  be  had  from  the  Visitor.) 

1.5.  Payment  means  any  payment,  either  in  money,  gifts  or 
money’s  worth,  or  any  promise  to  jmy  or  gi\  e money  or  money’s 
worth,  whether  there  is  any  intention  of  making  a profit  or  not. 
This  includes  therefore  the  receipt  of  lump  sums  as  well  as  of 
payments  at  internals. 
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16.  Persons  who  fail  to  carry  out  the  above  requirements, 
or  who  wilfully  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  false  statements  in 
the  notices  required  to  be  given  are  liable  to  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  for  six  months,  or  by  a fine  of  £25.  Persons  who  do 
not  notify  are  committing  a continuing  offence,  which  may  be 
punished  at  any  time  during  which  the  child  is  in  their  care  or 
within  six  months  after.

2. — Ante-Natal  Supervision. — This  comprises  visitation  by  the 
Maternity  and  Cliild  Welfare  Medical  Officer  or  the  District  Health 
Visitor,  and  the  Clinics  held  on  Tuesday  mornings  and  Wednesday 
afternoons.  Dr.  Isabella  Milne  has  prepared  a statement  on  this  work 
which  will  indicate  the  efforts  which  are  being  made  to  ensure  all 
possible  success  in  the  supervision  of  the  expectant  mother.  Her 
observations  are  repeated  in  this  report. 

Endeavours  are  made  to  keep  in  direct  contact  with  every  patient 
from  the  day  of  her  first  attendance  to  the  satisfactory  conclusion 
of  her  confinement.  The  patients  come  to  the  Clinic,  either  having 
been  sent  by  the  doctor  or  midwife,  or  having  come  on  their  own 
initiative.  The  patient  is  seen  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Medical  Officer,  thoroughly  examined  and  given  advice,  etc.,  and  an 
appointment  made  for  her  next  date  of  attendance.  A note  is  made 
of  all  appointments,  a register  is  kept,  and  should  the  patient  fail  to 
attend  on  the  date  of  her  appointment  the  nurse  of  her  district  calls 
to  ascertain  the  reason.  Thereby  no  patient  can  be  ill  at  home  without 
our  knowledge. 

If  at  the  first  consultation  some  abnormality  is  detected,  a notice 
of  this  is  sent  to  the  midwife  and  to  the  patient’s  private  doctor,  whom 
she  is  advised  to  consult  at  once.  In  the  ordinary  course  of  events  a 
similar  notice  is  sent,  re  every  case,  one  month  before  the  date  of 
expected  confinement,  so  that  the  midwife  has  a detailed  account 
before  her  of  what  to  expect,  and  should  a doctor’s  assistance  be 
necessary,  the  midwife  hands  this  note  to  the  doctor,  and  so  one  of 
the  great  difficulties  is  overcome,  that  of  the  doctor  in  attemlance 
being  called  in  to  a case  of  which  he  does  not  know  anything  of  the 
ante-natal  history. 
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On  the  back  of  the  form  sent  to  the  midwife  is  a list  of  (jnestions 
which  the  midwife  in  turn  is  asked  to  complete,  with  regard  to  tlie 
conduct  of  the  confinement.  Should  the  patient  snbsecpiently  attend 
the  Clinic  witli  regard  to  a later  conlinement  the  detailed  history  of 
the  patient  is  available. 

After  the  confinement  the  mothers  are  requested  to  report  at 
the  Clinics  for  the  purpose  of  a post-natal  consultation,  and  should 
any  minor  ailment  require  attention  the  patient  is  then  referred  to  her 
family  doctor. 

The  mothers  are  also  advised  to  attend  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics  to  enable  us  to  keep  a watch  on  the  progress  of  the  infants, 
who,  in  turn,  should  they  develop  any  minor  ailment,  are  sent  to  tiie 
family  doctor. 

Two  .-Cnte-Natal  Clinics  are  held  weekly,  one  on  Tuesday  mornings 
at  the  Public  Health  Department,  Sefton  Street,  and  the  second  on 
Wednesday  afternoon,  at  the  Maternity  Hospital,  at  which  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance.  A third 
Clinic  is  held  on  Tuesday  afternoons  at  which  the  Maternity  Hospital 
Sister  is  in  attendance.  This  Clinic  is  what  may  be  termed  the  “ Inter- 
mediate Clinic,.”  to  which  the  patients  come  for  intermediate  urinary 
e.xamination,  and  those  requiring  further  advice  are  referred  to  the 
Wednesday  afternoon  Clinic. 

In  order  that  a scheme  of  this  kind  may  be  carried  out  to  a 
satisfactory  conclusion,  it  is  necessary  to  secure  co-operation  with 
the  Medical  Practitioners  and  Midwives  of  the  town,  and  endeavours 
are  made  to  gain  the  confidence  of  both.  Shortly  after  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  Milne  as  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer,  a meeting 
of  the  Midwives  was  called,  and  the  new  scheme  outlined,  and 
emphasis  was  placed  upon  the  necessity  for  their  co-opci'ation.  The 
result  of  this  meeting  has  been  that  Dr.  Milne  has  secured  the  goodwill 
and  confidence  of  the  Midwives,  and  they  are  sending  their  cases  to 
this  Clinic,  or  to  their  own  doctors.  She  reports  that  the  Midwives 
seem  only  too  pleased  to  co-operate  with  her  in  ante-natal  work.  The 
Midwives  at  these  consultations  are  in\-ited  to  examine  the  case  with 
her  and  to  discuss  with  her  any  points  of  difficulty  which  may  arise. 

Through  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  held  at  the  Sanatorium,  there  is 
direct  contact  with  practically  every  case  previous  to  admission, 
except  the  ” Emergencies  ” which  are  admitted  from  time  to  time. 

The  town  has  been  divided  into  three  districts  with  the  Health 
Visitor  carrying  out  the  whole  of  the  duties  in  the  scheme, 
with  the  exception  of  the  inspection  of  Midwives  which  is  carried  out 
by  Dr.  Milne  and  Nurse  Gibson.  This  system  enables  each  Health 
\’isitor  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  phases  of  the  work  in  the  .scheme 
and  therefore  saves  much  time  and  overkqiping  of  visits.  Since  these 
nurses  are  fully  convensant  with  the  ui)-to-datc  methods  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  and  tho.se  already  outlined  the 
new  arrangements  are  working  very  well. 
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Enquiries  into  maternal  deaths  in  the  town  are  personally  carried 
out  by  the  Maternity  and  ('.hild  Welfare  Medical  Officer,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  with  the  hearty  and  steady  co-operation  of  the  local 
Practitioners  and  the  Midwives,  a reduction  in  the  high  Maternal 
Death  Rate  which  has  prevailed  for  some  years,  may  be  secured. 

Dr.  Milne  concludes  her  observations  on  this  work  in  the  following 
terms  : — 


" May  I say  here  that  in  my  opinion  no  amount  of  co-opera- 
" tion  between  the  Midwives  and  Doctors  will  be  fully 
“ satisfactory  until  in  sonae  way  or  somehow  the  women  them- 
“ selves  can  be  sufficiently  awakened  to  the  necessity  of  definite 
“ medical  supervision  during  pregnancy.  This  goal  can  only  be 
''  achieved  by  gaining  the  confidence  of  the  women  and  by 
“ everyone  doing  their  best  to  advertise  the  necessity  for  Ante- 
“ natal  supervision.” 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  year  the  following  visits 
by  Dr.  Milne  or  Health  Visitors  to  expectant  mothers  were  paid  : — 

(a)  First  visits  . . . . . . . . . . . . 330

and  the  attendances  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinics  were  : —

3.  — Inspection  of  Registered  Midwives. — There  are  on  the  Register 
38  midwives,  and  they  have  all  been  inspected  by  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer  and  by  the  Health  \dsitor  appointed 
for  the  purpose,  and  their  bags,  appliances,  registers,  etc.,  supervised. 
A total  of  148  visits  have  been  paid  throughout  the  year,  and  the 
midwives  have  all  been  kept  posted  up  in  any  new  requirements  of 
the  Central  Midwives’  Board  and  their  local  Association  has  been 
active  in  arranging  lectures  by  Medical  Practitioners  and  for  this 
purpose  I have  granted  them  the  use  of  a room  in  the  Public  Health 
Offices.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  the  relationship  and 
hearty  co-operation  between  the  Midwives  and  the  Officers  of  the 
various  Clinics  is  of  the  happiest. 

4.  — Provision  of  Medical  assistance  or  attendance  of  Midwife  at 
Confinement. — Financial  help  is  given  by  the  Health  Committee  in 
appropriate  ca.ses  and  during  1933,  in  15  cases  the  IMidwife’s  fee  has 
been  paid  in  full  and  in  12  cases  in  part.  Where  medical  assistance  is 
requisitioned  by  a midwifi?,  the  Doctor’s  account  is  sent  to  the 
Corporation  in  accordance  with  a scale  of  fees  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  anti  the  Corporation  have  powers  to  reclaim  the  amount 
from  the  patient.  In  26  cases  tlie  doctors’  fees  have  been  paid  in  full. 
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5.  -Provision  of  Residential  Accommodation  for  Maternity 

Cases,--The  wards  at  the  Sanatorium  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  this  purpose,  have  been  utilised  during- the  year,  and  the 
house  in  W’hitegate  Drive  previously  used  as  a Maternity  Home  has 
been  used  as  residential  (juarters  for  the  Maternity  Nurses  and  pupil 
midwives.  During  the  year  structural  alterations  have  been  carried 
ont  in  the  maternit}’  wards  which  have  facilitated  the  working  and 
made  it  possible  for  more  operative  work  to  be  performed.  The  number 
of  beds  for  normal  cases  has  been  reduced,  and  increased  accommoda- 
tion has  been  pro^■idcd  for  ante-natal  cases  recpiiring  rest  or  active 
medical  treatment.  During  the  year  293  patients  were  admitted  to 
the  Maternity  Wards  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  since  the 
commencement  of  this  special  work  in  1920,  2,995  cases  have  been 
dealt  with  to  the  end  of  1933.  There  is  no  definite  allocation  of  beds 
for  special  cases  but  those  mainly  dealt  with  are  (1)  those  without 
suitable  accommodation  at  their  homes  and  (2)  those  where  complica- 
tions are  experienced  or  anticipated.  There  is  no  differentiation  made 
between  legitimate  and  illegitimate  cases.  The  charges  for  admission 
N'ary  up  to  £4  per  week  in  accordance  with  the  financial  circumstances 
of  the  patients,  and  arrangements  exist  with  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  to  admit  cases  for  them  from  their  administrative  area  if 
accommodation  is  available.  It  will,  of  course,  be  realised  that  out 
of  293  cases  a certain  number  of  abnormalities  and  complications 
are  met  with,  and  a few  mothers  and  babies  do  not  have  the  desired 
favourable  termination  of  the  pregnancies.  Full  details  of  the  work 
at  the  Maternity  M'ards  and  of  the  complications  are  supplied  to  the 
Ministry'  of  Health  of  which  the  following  are  the  main  items  : —

5. — Infant  Welfare  Clinic. — This  has  been  in  operation  on  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  afternoons  throughout  the  year.  Medical 
and  nursing  advice  has  been  given  to  the  mothers,  milk  has  been 
provided  in  suitable  cases  free  or  at  cost  price,  the  babies  have  been 
weighed  and  examined,  and  records  kept  of  their  progress.  It  will  be 
noted  in  the  table  on  page  66  that  6,185  packets  of  dried  milk  have 
been  dispensed  at  the  Clinics,  and  owing  to  social  conditions  it  was 
necessary  that  2,472  should  be  supplied  free  and  2,550  at  less  than 
cost  price.  The  total  attendances  at  the  Clinic  have  been  9,548,  and 
of  these  642  were  " first  ” visits. 

In  February,  1931,  the  Health  Committee  decided  to  change 
over,  as  far  as  possible,  from  the  supply  of  Dried  Milk,  under  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme,  to  Pasteurised  Milk.  The  milk 
is  obtained  by  the  Committee  under  contract  from  a local  farmer  and 
is  supplied  fresh  daily  in  sealed  bottles  to  the  homes  of  expectant 
mothers  or  children  in  quantities  varying  from  one  pint  to  three 
pints  according  to  the  number  of  children  who  come  within  the  Scheme. 
I)uring  1933  the  quantity  of  milk  thus  supplied  was  20,753  gallons  and 
was  supplied  on  an  average  to  415  homes  per  day,  36  -2  per  cent, 
being  free  and  the  remaining  63  -8  per  cent,  being  supplied  at  cost 
oj  less  than  cost  price. 

Full  enquiries  are  made  into  the  financial  circumstances  in  each 
case  when  application  is  made  for  a supply  of  milk,  and  a document 
signed  giving  a statement  of  the  size  of  the  family,  total  income  from 
all  sources,  rent,  etc.  When  a supply  of  milk  has  been  approved  and 
allowed  the  applicant  is  supplied  with  a copy  of  regulations  governing 
the  supply,  which  include  the  attendance  of  the  children  at  the 
Clinic  once  every  three  weeks,  and  the  .sending  of  a receipt  at  the 
end  of  the  month  certifying  the  quantity  of  milk  secured  under  the 
Scheme. 

In  addition  to  the  supervision  of  the  children  at  the  Clinics,  home 
visiting  by  the  Health  visitors  has  been  carried  out  and  work  performed 
similar  in  nature  to  that  at  the  Clinic.  Home  visiting  has  one  definite 
advantage  over  Clinic  attendance  in  that  it  gives  the  visitor  an 
opportunity  of  observing  home  conditions  and  advising  upon  such 
items  as  ventilation  and  sleeping  accommodation.  During  1!)33, 
994  first  visits  and  6,822  subsequent  visits  were  paid  by  the  Nursing 
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Staff.  Tt  will  be  observed  that  the  total  number  of  visits  to  children 
between  the  ages  of  1 and  5 arc  considerably  higher  than  in  previous 
years.  The  Ministry  of  Health  desire  that  the  children  in  this  age 
group  should  be  kept  under  regular  observation. 

6.  — Registration  of  Nursing  Homes, — On  the  1st  July,  1028,  the 
Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act  came  into  operation,  which  required 
Nursing  and  Maternity  Homes  to  be  registered  by  the  Corporation. 
They  have  all  been  visited  and  inspected  by  the  Maternit}'  and  Child 
Welfare  Medical  Officer,  who  reports  satisfactorily  upon  them. 
Thirty-one  Institutions  have  been  registered  up  to  the  end  of  1033, 
consisting  of  fourteen  Home.s  for  Maternity  Nursing,  and  seventeen 
Homes  for  General  Nursing.  No  orders  were  made  refusing  registration . 

7.  — Orthopoedic  Scheme.- -The  Health  Committee  became 
participants  in  the  Orthopaedic  Scheme  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  towards  the  end  of  1028. 


The  organization  is  briefly  as  follows  : Non-tuberculous  crippled 
children  under  the  age  of  live  years  who  are  suffering  from  Rickets, 
Anterior  Poliomyelitis,  Spina  Bifida,  Talipes,  Flat  foot,  etc.,  are,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical 
Officer,  sent  to  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  Fleetwood  when  Specialist 
Surgeons  and  Nurses  of  the  staff  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  are 
in  attendance  and  where  facilities  for  massage,  etc.,  are  available. 


If,  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Clinic  a 
patient  requires  residential  institutional  treatment,  arrangements 
are  made  for  admission  into  the  Heswall  Country  Hospital  at  a charge 
of  Two  Guineas  per  week  where  the  requisite  treatment  is  administered 
by  specialists  in  this  branch  of  Public  Health  work.  X-ray  examina- 
tions and  treatment  are  also  obtainable  at  the  Myrtle  Street  Hospital, 
Liverpool,  for  cases  requiring  such  treatment. 

Where  requisite  and  recommended  at  the  Clinic  or  Hospital, 
Bandages,  Splints,  Surgical  Boots,  etc.,  are  provided  for  the  patients. 

Reports  regarding  the  progress  of  the  patients  are  received  on 
discharge  from  Ho.spital  or  Clinic,  or  periodically  if  required. 


M’ith  regard  to  the  cost  of  treatment  under  the  scheme,  the  parents 
are  expected  to  contribute  the  full  amount,  but  in  many  cases  the 
financial  circumstances  of  the  parents  prevent  their  being  able  to 
contribute  anything  towards  the  cost  of  treatment,  whilst  in  other 
cases  small  contributions  are  made.  Each  case  is  determined  on  its 
merits,  full  enquiries  being  made  into  the  financial  circumstances.

Children  receiving  treatment  under  the  Scheme,  on  attaining  the 
age  of  five  years,  are  transferred  to  the  Education  Authorities  for 
continued  treatment. 


In  addition  to  the  various  items  mentioned  above,  children 
between  tbe  ages  of  1 and  5 are  kept  under  supervision  by  the  Health 
Visitors,  and  thus  there  is  a continuous  supervision  by  us  from  the 
time  of  birth  to  the  commencement  of  school  attendance,  where 
supervision  by  the  School  Medical  Department  is  exercised.  In  this 
respect  4,062  visits  were  paid. 

With  regard  to  the  disease  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  or  inflamma- 
tion of  the  eyes  in  newly-born  children  which  is  so  frequently  a cause 
of  blindness,  seven  cases  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year,  three 
of  which  received  Hospital  treatment.

II.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH. 


Water  Supply. — Tliis  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Fylde  Water 
Board.  The  water  is  an  upland  surface  water  of  a soft  nature.  The 
gathering  ground  is  a good  one,  and  is  thoroughly  safeguarded  from 
all  risk  of  animal  pollution,  and  the  water  is  now  laid  on  to  every 
inhabited  part  of  the  Borough. 


Samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis,  and  the  Clerk  to 
the  Board  has  been  good  enough  to  furnish  me  with  the  reports 
received  during  the  year.

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Sewerage. — With  the  exception  of  certain  outlying  parts  of  the 
Borough,  the  whole  of  the  town  is  sewered.  The  greater  portion  of  the 
town’s  sewage  gravitates  to  sea  and  is  discharged  through  .sea  outfalls 
extending  to  below  low-water  mark. 

The  sewage  is  screened  and  the  discharge  takes  place  on  the  ebb 

tide. 


Pumping  plant  is  installed  at  the  Manchester  Square  Pumping 
Station  to  operate  in  times  of  storm,  and  valves  prevent  the  inflow 
of  the  sea  into  the  sewers  during  high  tides. 

The  low  level  areas  of  the  town  nece.ssitate  pumping,  and  the 
northern  area  of  the  Borough  is  dealt  with  on  the  partially  separate 
system. 

The  sewerage  of  the  northern  area  is  dealt  with  on  the 
Anchorsholme  Outfall,  and  a pump  has  been  installed  at  this  point  to 
operate  under  storm  conditions. 

The  Harrowside  Outfall  is  at  present  only  used  for  storm-water 
from  the  southern  part  of  the  Borough. 

There  are  44,614  water  closets  in  the  town,  about  14  cesspools, 
and  about  71  pail  closets.  Two  cesspools  have  been  abolished,  and 
connections  made  to  the  sewerage  system  during  the  year.  It  is  hoped 
to  abolish  the  remainder  during  the  current  year. 

Scavenging. — This  is  carried  out  by  the  Cleansing  Department 
of  the  Corporation.  As  all  the  inhabited  portions  of  the  town  are  on 
the  water  carriage  system  the  collection  and  disposal  of  excreta 
other  than  by  this  system  is  small  in  quantity.  The  cesspools  and 
privies,  where  they  exist,  are  emptied  and  cleaned  at  least  once  a 
week. 

With  regard  to  household  refuse,  galvanized  iron  bins  with 
tight-fitting  covers  are  the  most  satisfactory  of  all  forms  of  receptacles, 
and  under  Section  20  of  the  Blackpool  Improvement  Act,  1928,  the 
Corporation  are  empowered  to  prescribe  the  size  and  material  of  such 
receptacles  reqidred  in  substitution  of  any  ashpit  or  other  fixed  or 
moveable  receptacle  for  refuse.  In  the  exercise  of  this  power,  the 
Corporation,  on  tlie  recommendation  of  the  Health  Committee  adopted 
the  following  specification  : “ Body  to  be  of  20  B.W.G.  before 

galvanising,  and  of  a capacity  of  not  less  than  three  cubic  feet,  or  not 
more  than  3 -T)  cubic  feet.  The  materials,  workmanship  and  con- 
struction to  be  of  best  (piality  throughout.” 

1 am  informed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Cleansing  that  refus.' 
was  removed  from  all  premi.ses  weekly,  whilst  during  the  season  a 
daily  collection  was  carried  out  from  hotels,  hydros.  Restaurants, 
and  larger  boarding-houses,  and  from  the  ordinary  company-houses 
the  refuse  is  removed  from  two  to  three  times  a week.  With  a 
modiheation  reipiisite  for  meeting  the  reduced  demaud  in  connection 
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with  company-luniscs,  tliis  system  is  maintained  during  the  winter 
months.  Tlie  refuse  eolleeted  is  dealt  with  at  the  Refuse  Disposal 
Works,  and  during  the  year  this  amounted  to  32,918  tons,  whilst  in 
addition  G tons  were  tipped  away,  and  747  tons  of  nightsoil  were 
remo\ed. 


The  Refuse  Disposal  Works,  recently  extended,  at  Bispham  have 
operated  efficiently  and  without  nuisance  or  annoyance.  A fairly 
complete  description  of  these  works  was  given  in  my  report  for  1931, 
and  it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  it  here.

It  will  be  noted  that  process  of  total  abolition  of  ashpits  within 
the  town  has  proceeded  during  the  year  under  special  powers  which 
we  possess  by  our  Local  Acts.  During  the  year  a further  8 were 
abolished  and  at  present  there  are  not  any  ashpits  in  use  within  the 
Borough.  This  will  re.sult  in  a cleanlier  and  more  satisfactory  method 
of  storage  of  household  refuse  pending  removal,  and  a speedier  and 
more  sanitary  removal  by  the  Cleansing  Department.

It  will  be  observed  from  the  preceding  tables  that  1,373  visits  were 
paid  by  the  Inspectors  during  the  year,  and  the  sanitary  conditions 
have  been  kept  under  close  supervision.  This  total  includes  797  visits 
to  workplaces,  but  not  the  visits  to  slaughter-houses.  217  defects 
were  detected,  2S  were  still  requiring  attention  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year,  and  of  thes3  220  were  remedied,  leaving  25  still  requring 
attention  at  the  commencement  of  1934.  Circular  letters  were  sent 
out  at  the  beginning  of  February  and  August,  asking  for  lists  of 
outworkers.  The  premises  of  the  outworkers  were  visited  during  the 
year,  and  were  found  in  a satisfactory  condition.  There  are  not  any 
premises  within  the  Borough  where  Rag  Flock  is  manufactured.

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  all  the  offensive  trades,  with  the 
e.xception  of  Rag  and  Bone,  and  Fried  Fish  businesses,  are  at  the 
Abattoirs,  where  the  effluvia  emitted  by  them  is  not  observed  by  any 
large  body  of  people.  They  are  also  under  daily  observation  by  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Abattoirs  and  the  Meat  Inspectors. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  I am  able  to  give  the  number  of  i^'ried 
Fish  Shops  in  the  town.  This  business,  being  a scheduled  ''  Offensive 
trade,”  may  not  be  established  without  the  consent  of  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  under  an  Order,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  13th 
March,  1914.  On  the  2Gth  April,  1930,  a Declaratory  Order  under 
Section  112  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1879,  as  amended  by  Section  51  of 
the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,  came  into  operation 
and  scheduled  ” Chip  Potato  Frying  ” as  an  Offensive  Trade,  and  this 
business  cannot  now  be  established  without  the  consent  of  the  Sanitary 
Authority.  The  number  of  fish  friers’  premises  on  the  register  during 
1933  was  135. 

During  the  year  15  applications  to  establish  a fish  frying  business 
were  received.  Three  of  these  were  granted  and  12  refused.  Of  the 
135  businesses  in  the  town,  73  were  in  existence  prior  to  their  being 
scheduled  as  offensive  trades,  23  licences  were  granted  without  limit 
of  time,  and  39  were  granted  subject  to  yearly  renewal. 

Common  Lodging-houses. — Under  the  Blackpool  Improvement 
Act,  1901,  sec.  47,  the  common  lodging-houses,  previously  existing 
were  re-registered.  These  houses,  with  their  accommodation,  are  as 
follows  : — 

Eden  Street  : 160  adults  and  1 child. 

Seed  Street : 56  adults  and  1 child. 

602  visits  of  inspection  were  paid,  and  it  was  found  on  the  whole 
that  the  lodging-houses  were  kept  in  a clean  condition,  and  managed 
satisfactorily. 

Sands  Inspections. — The  cleanliness  of  the  foreshore  is  dependent 
chiefly  upon  two  factors,  viz.  ; pollution  by  solid  excreta  and  soiled 
paper  from  the  sewer  outfalls,  and  the  littering  of  the  sand  mainly 
by  holiday  makers. 

From  the  inspections  made  by  the  inspectorial  staff  of  the 
Department  it  would  appear  that  the  screening  plants  at  the  Manchester 
Hotel  and  Gynn  Outfalls  have  worked  satisfactorily,  as  it  has  been 
very  rare  to  find  sewage  pollution  of  a solid  nature. 

When  the  Anchorsholme  Outlet  is  reconstructed,  suitable  screening 
apparatus  will  be  installed  at  this  outfall. 

During  the  summer  months  six  men  have  been  regularly  employed 
by  the  Cleansing  Department  taking  up  litter  from  the  sands,  whilst 
accumulations  of  seaweed  are  removed  as  soon  as  observed. 

Rents  Restriction  Act,  1920-1923. — No  applications  were  received 
from  occupiers  of  dwellinghouses  for  certificates  under  this  Act. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. — Consistent  and  regular 
action  has  been  taken  in  dealing  with  all  complaints  of  rat-infested 
premises,  and  the  method  of  extermination  has  been  principally  by 
poisoning,  use  of  traps,  dogs  and  ferrets,  and  gassing. 

The  poison  principally  used  where  suitable  was  Phosphorus,  and 
this  poison  has  been  found  to  be  more  efficient  than  any  other 
previously  used. 
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Repeated  visits  have  been  made  to  piggeries,  poultry  farms, 
allotments  and  farm  buildings,  and  advice  and  assistance  given.

It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  number  of  rats  which  were 
destroyed  as  a result  of  laying  poison  baits. 

During  National  Rat  Week,  advertisements  and  articles  in  the 
local  press  contributed  to  the  success  of  that  effort. 

No  proceedings  were  instituted  under  the  Rats  and  Mice 
(Destruction)  Act. 


Verminous  Premises. —The  past  year  has  been  noticeable  for  a 
large  increase  in  the  number  (197)  of  houses  treated  for  vermin 
infestation,  this  being  due  principally  (a)  to  the  hot  summer,  and  (b) 
an  appreciation  by  the  general  public  of  the  services  which  are  rendered 
by  the  Department  in  the  cleansing  of  infested  premises. 

Of  recent  3^ears  there  has  been  a decided  change  in  the  attitude 
of  occupiers  of  houses  where  vermin  is  present  towards  seeking  the 
necessary-  advice  for  their  eradication. 

As  a result  of  inspections  under  the  Housing  Acts  and  Regulations, 
it  has  been  the  consensus  of  opinion  on  all  sides  that  the  past  few  years 
has  witnessed  a general  raising  of  the  standard  of  cleanliness  in 
working-class  property,  a tendency  which  I hope  will  continue  to 
increase. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  confronting  the  checking  of  the 
spread  of  infestation  is  the  mobility  of  certain  tenants  who  are 
constantly  changing  their  habitat,  leaving  a trail  of  bugs  in  the  houses 
vacated.  In  many  instances,  these  are  of  a good  class  character,  and 
it  is  verv'  disconcerting  both  to  the  owner  of  the  property  and  the 
Local  Authority  to  find  new  dwelling-houses  infested  with  these 
pests. 

•Another  factor  of  importance  is  the  transference  of  ownership  of 
bedsteads  and  mattresses,  these  domestic  necessities  being  the  primary’ 
cause  in  the  spreading  of  bugs.  There  should  be  a general  tightening 
up  in  the  legislation  relating  to  the  sale  of  second-hand  bedsteads 
and  mattresses  so  as  to  prevent  the  spread  of  \ermin. 

The  Local  Authority  have  now  decided  that  one  of  the  conditions 
of  the  acceptance  of  the  tenancy  of  a Municipal  House  is  an  inspection 
for  vermin  by  the  Public  Health  Dej)artment  prior  to  removal,  and 
this  procedure  has  already  proved  very  satisfactorj'  in  preventing 
Municipal  Houses  becoming  infested  with  bugs. 

For  the  disinfestation  of  dwelling-houses  the  procedure  mentioned 
in  detail  in  my  last  Anuiial  Report  has  been  continued  with  gratifying 
results. 
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Sanitary  Conditions  of  Theatres  and  Music  Halls,  etc. — There 
are  within  the  Borough  the  following  places  of  Public  Entertainments  ;

and  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
(Circular  No.  120  of  1920)  all  the  premises  have  been  inspected  during 
the  year.  Since  my  last  Annual  Report  two  Cinemas  have  been 
discontinued. 

Blackpool,  being  a premier  health  and  pleasure  resort,  is 
particularly  favoured  in  the  class  of  building  used  for  public 
entertainment,  and  of  recent  years  a considerable  amount  of  money 
has  been  spent  voluntarily  by  the  proprietors  in  the  improvement  of 
dressing-room  accommodation,  installation  of  new  ventilating 
machinery,  and  reconstruction  of  sanitary  conveniences. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  Public  Health  the  standard  in  this 
class  of  building  is  quite  satisfactory. 

Basements. — At  last  I am  able  to  report  progress  in  the  closing 
of  certain  basement  tenements  let  separately  for  human  habitation. 
During  the  past  year  a comprehensive  survey  was  made  of  every 
occupied  tenement,  and  the  following  summary  is  an  indication  of  the 
result  of  the  inspections,  viz.  ; —

As  a result  of  this  survey,  the  Health  Committee  decided  to  make 
Closing  Orders  under  Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  in  respect 
of  24  of  these  tenements,  particularly  those  which  were  very  badly 
lighted  and  ventilated. 

Although  these  families  did  not  qualify  for  subsidy  owing  to  an 
omission  in  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  the  Local  Authority  decided  to 
offer  to  all  the  tenants  acconimodation  in  a Municipal  House,  and  in 
a few  instances  the  offer  was  accepted,  but  others  preferred  to  find 
their  own  alternative  accommodation  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  It 
was  necessary  in  two  cases  to  apply  to  the  Courts  for  the  enforcement 
of  the  Closing  Orders. 
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Caravans  and  Wooden  Structures, — These  structures  are  situated 
in  various  parts  of  the  Borough,  and  although  this  type  of  dwelling 
has  decreased  by  200  since  1920  there  still  remain  251  of  which  228 
are  occupied  by  411  adults  and  143  children  of  the  age  of  14  years  and 
under. 

During  the  year  24  structures  were  demolished  in  pursuance  of 
action  taken  by  this  Departm.ent. 

The  absence  of  proper  drainage  and  adequate  sanitary 
conveniences,  a readily  accessible  water  supply,  adequate  washing 
accommodation,  and  facilities  for  food  storage  and  preparation,  in 
many  cases  make  this  type  of  dwelling  fall  far  short  of  the  standard 
required  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and  it  is  intended  to  take  action 
against  the  worst  of  these  structures  which  will  be  dealt  with  by  means 
of  Demolition  Orders. 

Of  course,  the  rate  at  which  further  progress  in  this  direction 
can  be  made  is  entirely  dependent  upon  adequate  re-housing  accommo- 
dation being  provided  by  the  Local  Authority.  The  large  number 
of  smaller  dwelling-houses  erected  during  the  past  year  by  private 
enterprise,  both  in  the  Borough  and  immediately  outside  the  boundary, 
must  have  eased  the  housing  situation  to  some  extent,  but  a large 
number  of  the  occupants  of  wooden  structures  owing  to  economic 
circumstances,  will  have  to  be  rehoused  in  Municipal  Houses.

Ice  Cream. — The  number  of  Ice  Cream  premises  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  320.  These 
jiremises  are  kept  under  rigid  supervision  by  Inspectors  Dixon  and  Coupe  and  during  the  year  445  visits  were  paid 
to  them. 

Thirty-two  sanrples  were  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association  for  bacteriological  analysis,  and  the 
following  is  a synopsis  of  tlie  reports  received  upon  them  : — 
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Six  samples  of  Grade  A and  six  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  examined 
for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  by  means  of  the  Animnl  Inoculation 
Test  and  all  proved  to  be  negative  with  the  exception  of  one  sampde 
of  Grade  A. 


Examination  of  Cattle. — The  \Tterinary  Inspector  examines  at 
least  once  quarterly  all  the  live  cattle  within  the  Borough  ; and 
submits  a quarterly  report,  from  which  the  following  details  have

The  Veterinary  Inspector  dealt  with  one  case  of  generalised 
Tuberculosis,  which  was  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 
Fifteen  animals  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Mastitis,  whicli 
recovered  under  treatment,  thirteen  cases  of  Indurated  Udder,  five 
Abscesses  of  the  Udder,  and  one  case  of  Actinomycosis.  The  health 
and  condition  of  the  cattle  inspected  was  found  on  the  whole  to  be 
good. 

The  practice  of  supplying  milk  in  bottles,  instead  of  ladling  it 
out  in  cans  is  steadily  growing,  and  consumers  of  milk  are  appreciating 
the  advantage  of  this  method  of  supply.  They  have  only  to  be  more 
persistent  and  insistent  in  their  demands  for  a cleanlier  method  of 
milk  production  and  distribution,  and  the  vendors  will  then  be  forced 
to  resort  to  more  modern  methods. 


Sediment  Tests. — During  the  year  62  samples  of  milk  were  tested 
for  dirt  by  means  of  the  “ Minit  ” Sediment  Tester,  with  the  following

Slaughter-houses. — There  exist  in  the  Borough  the  Corporation 
abattoirs  and  one  private  slaughter-house,  though  the  latter  has  not 
been  used  for  the  purposes  of  slaughtering  for  at  least  three  years. 

Public  Slaughter-houses. — The  Managenoent  of  the  Public 
•Abattoirs  is  carried  out  b3^  a fullj’’  (p.ialified  Superintendent  under 
the  immediate  direction  and  supervision  of  the  iMedical  Officer  of 
Health. 

The  premises  consist  of  one  Public  Slaughter-house  used  by 
Butchers  in  a small  way  of  business,  several  Private  Slaughter-houses, 
and  special  premises  for  the  purposes  of  Triperies,  Hide  and  Skin 
Depots,  Gut  Scraping,  Offal  Disposal,  etc.  Special  premises  have  been 
erected  and  are  used  by  the  Jewish  Ccmrrunily  for  their  .slaughtering 
requirements. 

-All  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Abattoirs  are  examined,  either  by 
the  Superintendent  or  one  of  the  Aleat  Inspectors,  and  no  meat  leaves 
the  premises  which  has  not  been  e.xamined  and  passed  as  fit  for 
human  consumption. 

Meat  condemned  is  dealt  with  Iw  a firm  occupying  premises  at 
the  Public  Abattoirs,  who  manufacture  such  Bv-prodiicts  as  Meat 
Meal,  Fats,  and  this  tirm  collects  the  blood  at  the  abattoirs,  which 
goes  through  a process  of  dr^dng,  and  is  then  placed  on  the  market 
as  a Manure.

. In  all  cases  where  vendors  of  food  have  any  doubt  as  to  the 
quality  of  any  article  they  are  invited  to  send  to  the  Health  Office, 
when  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  Food  Inspector  will  at  once 
call  and  pass  an  opinion  on  the  article.  This  arrangement  continues 
to  be  largely  taken  advantage  of. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  Corporation  should  have  powers 
to  require  the  registration  of  all  premises  where  human  food  is 
prepared,  stored,  or  sold.

Sunshine. — Bright  sunshine  amounted  to  1 ,(>44  -0  hours,  or  136  -3 
hours  above  the  average  for  the  30  years  11104 — 1933.  The  daily 
mean  \ alue  was  4 -5  hours,  as  compared  with  3 -88  in  1932.  Sunshine 
was  recorded  on  307  days,  and  the  sunniest  days  were  June  12th  and 
July  3rd  with  15  -4  and  15  -3  hours  respectively.  The  brightest  months 
were  June,  229  -6  hours,  and  July,  215  -0  hours.

Humidity. — The  mean  relative  humidity  throughout  the  year 
was  80  •5'^’o  of  saturation.  The  lowest  record  was  72  -3%  for  the  month 
of  June,  and  the  highest  was  88  -4%  for  the  month  of  December. 

Underground  Temperature. — The  highest  temperature 
recorded  at  a depth  of  one  foot  was  64-8°F.,  on  the  6th  August,  and 
the  lowest  was  34  •7°F.  on  the  28th,  29th  and  30th  January.  At  a 
depth  of  four  feet  the  highest  record  was  59  ^“F.  on  the  13th  August, 
and  the  lowest  was  41  ■7°F.  on  the  3rd  March. 

Wind. — From  daily  observation,  made  at  9 a.m.,  the  following 
direction  was  recorded  N.  28  ; N.E.  38  ; E.  45  ; S.E.  73  ; S.  30  ; 
S.W.  47  ; W.  56  ; N.W.  47  ; Calm  1. 


MAIN  FEATURES  OF  THE  MONTHS  OF  1933. 

January. — The  southerly  winds  during  the  first  half  of  the 
month  were  responsible  for  the  mild  weather  prevailing  during  that 
period,  the  temperalnre  recorded  on  the  2nd  being  54  degices,  and  on 
several  days,  49  degrees  were  registered. 

The  latter  part  of  the  month  wa.s  cold  and  much  below  the 
av’erage,  the  lowest  shade  temperature  being  23  degrees  on  tlie  24th. 
Ground  frost  was  registered  on  no  fewer  than  nineteen  nights. 

The  rainfall  was  2 -22  inches  or  6 4)8  inches  below  the  average, 
and  fell  on  sixteen  days.  From  the  18th  to  the  29th  of  the  month, 
easterly  winds  accompanied  with  a liigh  barometer  accounted  for 
twelve  successive  hne  days,  the  highest  observed  reading  of  the 
barometer  being  1041  *8  mi),  on  the  24lh,  also  the  highest  reading  of 
the  year.

Sunshine  was  one  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  inontli, 
o!) -4  hours  or  14-1)  hours  abo\'e  the  average  being  recorded,  giving 
-3  per  cent  of  possible  dural  ion.  Scarborougli  and  Harrogate  returned 
a dehciency  of  sunshine,  being  74  per  cent,  and  78  per  cent,  of  normal 
respectix’cly. 

Snow  fell  on  two  days,  hail  on  two  days,  and  fog  occurred  on  h\'e 
days. 


Ferki'Arv. — Mild  unsettled  weather  persisted  during  the  first 
nine  days  of  the  nronth.  Strong  winds  and  heavy  rain  occurred  at 
times,  and  a gale  was  recorded  on  the  1st.  Sunshine  during  this 
period  was  poor  on  the  whole,  though  the  2nd  was  very  sunny.  From 
the  lOth,  the  barometer  showed  a decided  change,  rising  to  1038  -2  mb. 
weather  became  mainly  fine  with  abundant  sunshine  until  the  23rd 
inclusive.  Strong  easterly  winds  reaching  gale  force  on  the  24th  and  a 
falling  barometer  brought  rain  and  snowstorms  on  the  24th,  25th  and 
20th,  by  far  the  greatest  snowfall  of  the  year.  A slight  improvement 
took  place  during  the  last  two  days  of  the  naonth.  Sunshine  reached 
a total  of  90  -4  hours  or  20  -3  hours  above  the  average  and  33  per 
cent,  of  possible  duration.  This  is  the  sunniest  February  since  1910. 

The  rainfall,  3 -OO  inches,  was  slightly  below  the  average,  the  most 
striking  feature  being  the  snowstorms  of  the  24th,  2.5th  and  26th 
account  ng  for  1 -20  inches  of  the  total  fall.  Fog  was  entirely  ab.sent. 
Ground  frost  was  registered  on  fourteen  nights. 


M.arch. — An  e.xccptionally  warm  and  sunny  month  with  high 
day  temperatures,  the  mean  being  3 -7  degrees  above  the  average  ; on 
several  days  the  thermometer  reached  60  degrees  in  the  shade. 

A deep  depression  on  the  17th  w'as  responsible  for  the  lowest 
reading  of  the  barometer  during  the  year,  viz.,  982  -0  mb.  Sunshine 
recorded  during  the  month  totalled  141  -8  hours,  being  39  per  cent,  of 
possible  duration,  and  9 per  cent,  above  the  average.  There  were  only 
three  sunless  days.  Rainfall  was  about  normal,  and  fell  on  si.xteen 
days.  Fog  was  recorded  on  three  days,  and  hail  fell  on  one  day  only. 

Ground  frost  was  registered  on  nine  nights. 

.April. — The  warm  weather  experienced  during  the  past  month, 
continued  well  into  the  middle  of  this  month,  but  a change  in  direction 
of  the  wind  to  north-east  accompanied  by  hail  and  snow  showers 
brought  a sudden  drop  in  temperature  on  the  17th,  and  lasted  until 
the  23rd. 

During  this  cold  sjrell,  the  lowest  maximum  day  temperature 
was  recorded,  46  degrees  on  the  19th,  whilst  on  the  same  day  at 
Manchester  and  Buxton,  onK^  41  degrees  were  recorded.  Warmer 
conditions  again  set  in  to  the  end  of  the  month.  Sunshine  was 
deficient,  only  139  liours  or  26  -3  hours  below  the  average.  Rain  fell 
on  eleven  days  giving  a total  of  1 -61  inches  or  I)  -32  inches  below  the 
average.  Fog  occurred  on  two  days,  hail  and  snow  one  day.  Ground 
frost  was  registered  on  eight  nights. 


^Iay. — The  month  was  decidedly  dull.  Although  there  were  only 
two  sunless  days,  the  total  hours  of  sunshine  was  below  the  average 
by  26  -8  hours  or  33  per  cent,  of  possible  duration,  and  8 per  cent, 
below  the  average. 

Rainfall  was  deficient  by  0 -38  inches  from  the  average,  and  fell 
on  fifteen  days.  A thunderstorna  occurred  on  the  6th.  During  the  first 
nine  days,  strong  easterly  winds  prevailed,  almost  reaching  gale  force 
at  times.  The  temperature  was  well  above  the  normal,  a notable  feature 
being  the  mild  nights  ; no  ground  frost  was  registered. 

The  warmest  spell  occurred  from  the  17th  to  the  20th,  a 
temperature  of  70  degrees  being  registered. 

Fog  occurred  on  one  day. 

June. — This  month  opened  very  warm  and  dry,  a temperatm'e 
of  82  degrees  on  the  3rd  and  7th  being  registered. 

There  was  a short  spell  of  a cold  northerly  type  of  weather  from 
the  17th  to  20th  accompanied  with  strong  winds  and  rain.  The 
remainder  of  the  month  was  warm  and  fairly  dry.  The  mean 
temperature  was  3 -7  degrees  above  normal. 

Sunshine  reached  a total  of  229  -6  hours  without  a sunless  day. 
This  being  the  first  month  of  a long  spell  of  abundant  sunshine,  shows 
46  per  cent,  of  possible  duration,  and  6 per  cent,  above  the  normal. 
Rain  fell  on  14  days,  giving  a total  of  1 -48  inches  or  0 -70  inches  below 
the  average.  Thunderstorms  occurred  on  two  days.  Visibility  on  the 
whole  was  very  good. 

July.— A notably  warm  month  with  a number  of  unusually  high 
temperatures  and  much  sunshine.  The  first  week  was  very  warm  and 
dry,  the  temperature  reaching  84  degrees  on  the  5th,  and  81  degrees 
on  the  7th,  with  a daily  sun  record  of  15  -3  and  15  -2  hours  on  the  3rd 
and  4th  respectively. 

A period  of  wet  weather  set  in  from  the  7th  until  the  15th  after 
which  we  had  a spell  of  twelve  successive  fine  days.  The  mean 
temperature  was  3 -7  degrees  above  the  average.  In  addition  to  the 
frequency  of  hot  days,  the  absence  of  cold  nights  deserves  notice,  the 
lowest  temperature  being  51  degrees  in  the  shade. 

Sunshine  totalled  215  hours  giving  43  per  cent,  of  possible 
duration,  and  five  per  cent,  abov'e  normal.  There  was  no  sunless  day. 
Rainfall  was  much  below  the  average,  being  1 -05  inches  below  normal, 
and  fell  on  ten  days.  A thunderstorm  occuri'ed  on  the  7th.  Visibility 
was  good. 

August. — The  outstanding  feature  of  the  month  was  the  large 
amount  of  sunshine  recorded.  The  total,  201  hours,  with  no  sunless 
day  being  32-3  hours  above  the  average,  and  44  per  cent,  of  possible 
duration.  This  is  the  largest  amount  of  sunshine  recorded  during 
August  since  the  year  1914.  The  mean  temperature  was  well  above 


the  normal,  being  3 -7  degrees  above  the  a\'erage.  There  were  two  very 
warm  spells,  one  from  the  3rd  to  the  (Uh,  and  the  other  from  the  25tli 
to  the  28tli.  The  highest  readings  in  the  shade  being  81  degrees  on 
the  oth,  and  82  degrees  on  tlie  27th.  Rainfall  was  deficient  Iiy  0-70 
inches,  and  fell  on  16  days,  the  total  being  3 -17  inches  of  which  1 -42 
was  registered  on  the  28th.  .V  thunderstorm  occurred  on  the  14th. 
^’isibility  was  fairly  good. 


September. — Abundant  sunshine  and  a great  deficiency  of  rainfall 
were  the  most  striking  features  of  the  month.  The  total  hours  of 
sunshine  were  201  -3  or  62  •()  hours  above  the  average,  and  20  per  cent, 
above  the  normal  of  possible  duration.  This  is  the  largest  amount 
of  sunshine  recorded  during  September  since  the  year  1906.  There 
was  one  sunless  day.  Only  seven  wet  days  occurrecl,  the  total  rainfall 
being  0 -66  inches  or  2 -24  inches  below  the  average.  This  is  the  lowest 
rainfall  since  September,  1915. 

The  temperature  was  the  warmest  experienced  for  many  years, 
the  mean  being  3 -6  degrees  above  norm  il.  The  fine  warm  spell  of  the 
fii'st  twelve  days  provided  the  highest  teimperatures  of  the  month. 
The  maximum  reaching  78  degrees  in  the  shade  on  the  5th.  Light 
easterly  winds  prevailed.  Ground  frost  was  registered  on  two  nights. 


October. — Nothing  outstanding  impartance  occurred  during 
the  month.  The  first  week  w'as  fair  and  mild  after  which  conditions 
became  unsettled.  ^Try  heav}'  rain  fell  on  several  days  during  the 
second  w^eek.  Another  short  spell  of  fine  w'eather  occurred  from  the 
18th  to  the  21st.  Temperature  wms  slightly  above  normal,  the  mean 
being  1 -3  degrees  above  the  average.  There  were  99  -9  hours  of 
sunshine  recorded  or  one  hour  below  the  average. 

Rainfall  totalled  4 -86  inches,  being  1 -18  inches  above  the  average, 
and  fell  on  seventeen  days,  of  which  four  days  accounted  for  the  large 
amount  of  3-10  inches.  A north-easterly  type  of  wind  prevailed. 

Hail  occurred  on  one  day,  and  ground  frost  was  recorded  on 
four  nights. 


November. — The  weather  during  this  month  was  distinguished 
by  a large  deficiency  of  rainfall.  The  total  reached  2 -Od  inches,  and 
was  1 -44  inches  below  the  a\'crage  and  fell  on  sixteen  days.  This  wms 
the  lowest  rainfall  for  November  during  the  last  10  years.  Temperature 
was  about  normal.  Two  rather  mild  though  dull  periods  occurred 
between  the  5th  and  9th,  and  the  other  from  the  18th  to  the  20th. 

Sunshine  totalled  60  -7  hours  or  2 -7  hours  above  the  average,  and 
24  per  cent,  of  possible  duration.  Moderately  strong  easterly  wands 
prevailed.  Ground  frost  was  registered  on  fifteen  nights,  and  fog 
occurred  on  four  days. 
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Dec  ember. — The  weather  for  the  montli  was  mainly  anti-cyclonic. 
The  mean  haronietric  pressure  bcin'(  markedly  above  the  normal. 
Winds  were  mostly  from  between  N.E.  and  S.E.  Westerly  winds  were 
almost  entirely  absent.  A distinguishing  feature  was  the  persistently 
low  temperature,  the  mean  being  4 -2  degrees  below  the  average. 
The  number  of  nights  of  ground  frost  were  unusually  large,  viz.,  23  ; 
on  the  6th,  20  degrees  of  frost  were  registered. 

Sunshine  totalled  36  -2  hours,  or  15  per  cent,  of  possible  duration, 
and  was  much  about  the  average. 

Although  rain  fell  on  seventeen  days,  the  total  amount  only 
reached  0 -So  inches,  or  2 -67  inches  below  the  average.  This  is  the 
lowest  amount  registered  during  December  since  the  year  1905.  Fog 
was  prevalent.  Never  before  have  six  successive  days  of  fog  been 
recorded  since  observations  were  taken.  Snow  fell  on  one  day. 
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
